The AUika GommercUl Compaay's Great In- 
Haenee— How the Bniilau Priests 
Control the Natives. 

Mr. H. P, Westfall, a resident of 
Alaska for thirteen years, trading for 
different companies, tells the P. T, Coil 
that the muiini{ out-Ioolc is favorsblo. 
Many partial are out proapeoting. The 
iVlaska Oomineroial Company's influence 
is felt everywhere. The natives know if 
they sell their furs to any one else they 
won't give them employment, or supplies 
iu tho winter. The company is continu- 
ally extending their line of posts. They 
have now entered the Polar Sea, and in 
those far frozen waters, their pasts afe 
found, one lone white man the sols occu- 
pant. The Alaska Indian ia a atolid, 
Htiipid animal and fast dying off, the pre- 
vailing diseases arn of the throat Or lung 
troubles. 

The Eussian priests control the poor 
natives in the interest invariably of tho 
company. The company furnish hunting 
outfits to tlie Indians in every case 
All seals taken in the open water are 
traded for — a good hunter aoraetimtw 
earning fL26 a day.. The average 
native looks upon the company as 
tho supreme power in Alaska. Tho 
priest's influence strengthens this idea. 
The company's money for Indian use is 
a piece of pasteboard with the company's 
phraseology and valuation stanjpod there- 
on. Mr. W. says at Kodiack, 600 milea 
west of Sitka, the gardens look luxuriant) 
in summer and potatoea, cabbage, turnips, 
etc., grow iinely. The fcimbec of Alaska 
as a general thing near the shore luiu is 
stunted and poor. A heavy salmon run is 
oxpocted this summer, commencing thia 
iiiuiitli. Olio company (und there aru 
several) will put up 100,000 cases of four 
dozen to each case. Cord wood is five 
cents a stick in the company's yard iu 
Kodiaok. Mr. W. tbinka that after all 
the fisheries are a mine of wealth that will 
aomo day cclip.so all others. The native;i 
of St. Paul and St. George seal for tho 
company for months wni;es, a more pit- 
tance that keeps tham continually in the 
company's (debt.

A SUSPICIOUS STBANOEB. 

A Kan Disgnlied Aika for and leonrea a 
NlBhCi Lodging froM a Settler— Was 
it TaseottT 

About six weeks ago an item appeared 

in Tub Colonist to the effect that a man 
inawering tho description of Tascott, tho 
Chicago murdoror, in every particular, 
called at Mr. Rivers' house, Cowichan 
Bay, and asked fur a night's lodging. 
Since then the following particulara have 
J>eeiv gleaned: He came iu a canoe, 
whi6h was in a very dilapidated condition, 
one portion, the atom, having been tied 
together with a rope. The inau was 
dressed in laborer'a attire and represented 
that he came through Plumper's Pass, 
but it is thought he was from Ssanich 
Arm. He claimed to be a Norwegian, 
and as he spoke in broken English the 
settler wu for a time deceived. He said 
also he waa a carpenter by trade and that 
he had been withoutv food -for several 
days. Mr. Rivers admitted him ,.to the 
liouse, and during the evening the con- 
versation drifted on the subject of climate, 
and the man referred to California and 
places in Illinois. The settler asked him 
if he knew Chicago, or had he ever bean 
there, but he avoided the queation and 
became excited and , raatleaa^, and wanted 
to leave the house ait once ' for Victoria 
tho canoe, but as the tide waa out it was 
an impossibility, without assistance, for 
him to go. Mr. Rivors happened only a 
aliort time before the visit to road a dos- 
criptioii of Tascutt, und was iuiiitediatuly 
taken with the striking resemblance the 
man bore to tho account of the Chicago 
murderer as given in the newsjiapers. 
Matters went along quietly and Mr. Riv- 
ers s.'iid nothing until after tea,aIthough bia 
su.spiciuns were thoroughly aroused when, 
tn his utter H.stuiiialiiiient, he saw tlie 
"laiioring" iiian draw a silver tooth-pick 
from his pocket and begin to clean iiis 
tcetli. He made a few remarks about the 
pick and was going to examine it, where- 
upon the atranger put it into his pooket 
quieklyaud witha groaniraid am a 
ruined man." Thia circumstance only 
tended to deepen Mr. Rivers' suspicion, 
but us ho had admitted the stranger liu 
was loathe to put hiui out, and as bed- 
time had arrived he assigned him to a 
certain room, telling him to put the light 
out before he went to sleep. Thia order 
ha did not obey, and tho settler who bad 
romainod up went quietly into the room 
to turn down tho light biiuself. Tho 
stranger was lying on the bed, sleeping as 
only worn-out people can, He was not 
disturbed, but the settler was, for on 
looking at the man he saw in his features 
what ho had not observed before, those of 
ii handsome young man. His arms were, 
white and his hands not those of a hard' 
working laborer, but rather those of a 
geiitlumaii, one who had never done a 
hard day's work in hia life. This was not 
the only aurpriao, for upon oiaiiiination 
tlie settler found tlmt under the rude 
attire tito man wore a suit of (ine broad- 
cloth and he liad tiirue or four shirts on, 
including a white one, and his under- 
clothiiig was of the finest texture. Mr. 
Rivera turned down tho light and retired, 
very much disturbed in uiind as to whom 
lie was harboring under his roof. The 
visitor was up bright and early in the 
morning, and the first thing he aaked for 
was a razor to shave his moustache off. 
Ho was told that there was a razor in tlio 
liouso, but it was so dull as to be useless, 
riio atranger said he oould sharpen it, 
but, lifter several vain attempts to shave, 
iiu gave it up and, taking a pair of scissors, 
iio clipped the liair off short. After break- 
fast ho expressed a 'Insire to get away 
with tiio tide and his conduct was so 
auspicious that the settler oainu to the 
conclusion that he was . a fugitive from 
justice, if not Tascott hinuielf. A strong 
breeze was blowing on shore, but in spite 
of warnings, the man got into the canoe, 
saying ho was going to Victoria, but he 
took a northerly direotiuu and was . seen 
no luoro. Just before ho left, however, 
in hia cxcitument hu forgot himself and 
a poke English in its purity. 

Some days expired before the settler 
could inform tho authorities regarding liis 
stranf,'o visitor, owing to the distance ho 
would bo coiiipoUod to go, and fearing to 
leave hia wife alone, 'i'hu police wtro no- 
lilied, liowover, snd one, if nob two, of 
tlio oilicurs havo been examining the lo- 
cality to seo if they cm find any traces of 
tho supposed murderer, but so far with- 
out success. They havo kept the matter 
VL'iy (piiet, but it leaked out and we pre- 
sent tlio story to our readers as it was 
told by Mr. Rivera.

llive«tlSH.tloa Into the Htatflnieiits anil I lie 
Charges Against the I'ollci'. 

An investigation was held l;i.st evenin;^ 
in the mayor's room at the city hall iiiin 
the charges brought in eoiinectioii uilh 
tho abduction of certi\in Chinese girls and 
the alleged failure of tho police to do 
thoir duty. There were jirosont. Mayor 
(irant and the meinbors of the police com- 
mittee, Revs. D. Fiaaer and .1. K. Starr; 
Mr. (lardiner. Aids. Styles, I'enwill and 
Coughlan, and Supt. Bloomtiold. 

The secretiiry road the letter sent lo the 
board of aldermen on Wiidiiesday i-veiiiug 
last, by Supt. Blooniticld, at the request 
of Mr. Starr. 

Tho mayor called upon Supt. Bloom- 
field to make an explanatioo., when Mr. 
Starr wished to know if any chaiites had 
been brought. 

The mayor said that no charges had 
been brought, but the superinteiideni 
wished to have the articles in the Timc^, 
wherein it is stated that the police knew 
of the allair, investigated. 

Rev. I\lr. Fniser said the letter he re- 
ceived inviting him to attend an iiiveati- 
galiou contained nothing definite. 

The superiutendetit said that the gen- 
tlemen need not say anything unless they 
choose. 

Aid. Styles said that tlioro was nothing 
in the paper that reflected on the geiitle- 
inon. 

Rev. Mr. Starr said the superintendent 
must have known, when be wrote that 
letter to t'la board, that the pol e ■ com- 
mittee had no power to investigate the af- 
fairs of private citizens. The geiiilemen 
wore ready in the interests of the inonil- 
ity of tho city, to have the whole matter 
investigated. 

Alderman Bnvden asked the superin- 
tendent if ajiyono li;id been notilied of 
the goings on of Prof. Menzies before the 
item apfieared in the 'I'inte.t i 

The superintendent said that the liisl 
he heard of tho all'air was wdien it ap- 
pean;d in the Tiuifs. As soon as he 
luard of it l)e n'ade every endeaviu' to 
tind Men:!ies, 

Chairman Wilson askod the superinten- 
dent would it not have been potter for 
him to have gone to the Timai office when 
he heard of the mutter? 

The superintendent thought that he 
should not have gone there. 

Chairman W^ilson — Was not a message 
sent through the telephone the night after 
the article appeared ? 

Supt. Bloointield— I believe there was, 
but I did not get it. 

Rev. Mr. Starr said he and his friends 
would bo glad to go on with the investi- 
gation. 

Aid. Braden — Mr. ^ayor, I think the 
niuttor should be prooeeded with to the 
end and at once. 

Rev. Mr. Starr said he would suggest 
that if a pi inui farie case was found by the 
committee that it be sent into the board 
and then sent before the chief justice for 
a thorough iuyestigation under oath. 

Tile Mayor said tliat })g df4 not think 
any charges were brought against' the gen- 
tlemen present, 

Rev, M.r. Starr— Neither are there any 
charges againat us of assisting to get these 
Chinese girls away, 

Supt. Blooinlield — That ia the ()ue3ti(,ii. 
1 am satistied though, Mr. .Starr that yini 
had nothing to do with it. 

Aid. Braden usked Mr. (iariliner if he 
know anything of tho abduction of the 
girls before Monzies loft. 

Mr. Gardiner said that ho and his 
friends were ready and willing to explain, 
provided a formal charge is brought, 
unless that is done thoir numtlis must re- 
main closed. He wished to k:iow also if 
a charge had been brought and tliouglit 
that all were werking in tho dark. 

Tlio mayor said that Mr. Bloomlleld 
thought a retlecti(jii had been cast upon 
him, and all that he wished to know was 
if tho police had not done their duty. ' 

Mr. Gardiiior— Well, if that is tho 
lines yon are going on, wi; are here at 
your service. 

Supt. Bloomlleld said ho did not 
know that Menziea was in town on llie 
day thu ju tiolo was published. 

Rev. Mr. jritaFr snjd jf the coinmiltoo 
cQuoUided to go on with tho. It^vegtigntjon, 
that he did not think that it ought to be 
proceeded with to-night as other wit- 
nesses would have to be secured and 
iiotilii'd to 1)0 pi'esont. For that iii:itler, 
tluuigh, he was willing to go on now. 

Aid. Styles said ho thought a great 
deal of time would be saved if the gentle- 
men would give what they know so that 
tho committee would know whether to 
proceed against tho p.olice or not. 

l iov, IMr, Starr said as far as lie knew

recognized in him an old man who was in 
tho habit of einnhig to his house with fish. 
Ho wanted to know if Mr. Fraser would 
marry him, but ho refused unless an in- 
terpreter was present, and again sug- 
gesteit Mr. Cariliiier. Tho Chinaman did 
lU'l .v.'.nt .Mr. (^irdinur and at last said it 
Would cost too much money. With re- 
gard to the article in the Titnea, he knew 
nothing about it. His opinion was that 
the sujieriiitendont had opportunity 
eiiou;^di between the tiino the article ap- 
[leared and the following moming to 
arrest tlio man Monzies. 

Aid. Braden said what the committee 
wanted to get at, ^waa whether the chief 
knew of tho actions of the man before ho 
left town. 

Mr. (Jardinor said a few words to the 
point w-ould bo now in season. Tho 
police knew perfectly ; well that Ueimies 
was in town. The reason that he and his 

friends had not informed tho chief was 
because they hail lost all confidence in 
him fur reasons that can be substantiated.

He wished to know who wrote tl^o artiol^ 
in thu '/ iine.n; told him that the 3'tmiM Was 
respniisihle for the jmblication of tho 
artii le; lie .askeil aliiuit the receipts and

Ssnt 
a teiegiHiu to Vancouver as soon M I re- 
ceived u reply from \yestmiiister that 
Mensdes wns not on the Rithet. Chief 
Stewart rejdiod that lie thought Menzies 
was iiiakiiiL' for the border nnd bad loft 
his \ ali.-u I here. 

Mr. Starr asked on what iiifiiriimtion 
the chief had sent those lelegrnms. The 
chief replied that ho sent them on in- 
formation t hat ho received the next morn- 
ing which gave him the impression tdat 
tlio Times' article was rioarly coirrect. 
Tho telegrams wore iiroduced. 
The mayor asked i\Ir.(Jardiiier if ho had 
any further questions to ask tha superin- 
(emlont, and that gentleman replied that 
he thought- he had already asked 
enough. 

Aid. Brftden said that he thought that 
tho officer who reneivod tho telephone 
iiiossagi' should i)e called to substantiate 
Supt.

Supt. Bloomliold went to briii^' him,
